Philadelphia, Sept. 80.— According to 
advlcos from Haileton the strikers are 
gaining some ground in that region, 
although the operators dltpute this 
and Inilst that more men are at work 
than worked Wednesday. Important 
information comes from the Lacka- 
wanna region to the effect that tlie su- 
perintendents of some of the largo 
mines are contemplating making an 
effort to Btart one or more mines 
under police proteitlon, if nr''e.ssary, 
and thus breali tlie tie-up wliieli is 
complete In that district. A few more 
men are reported idle in the Shamokln 
district. 

Hungarians attacked a mine Ijoss on 
his way to work near Shamokln and 
beat him nearly to death with clubs. 
Other cases of violence of this s irt, 
though not SO serious, are reported. 

The strikers at last succeeded in In- 
ducing some of the workers in the onlf 
mine operating in the upper region, 
that (if the West End company, at Mo- 
canaqua, to quit work and tliat col- 
liery is crippled. 

HABLRTOM DMTRIOT 

ttrlkers Hear Good News as Their 

Ranks increase. 

Hazlcton, I'a., Sept. 20 —Reports re- 
ceived at strike headquarters and else- 
where from yarlous parts of the Hazle- 
ton rcflon brought nothing but good 
nr^rs to the Idle anthracite coal min- 
ets. The first information hrouKlil 
here told of a hreak among the em- 
ployes In the Lattimer mines, the first 
that has taken place there during the 
strike. The colliery was considered 
an invulnerable spot and the break 
there put the strikers in a good humor. 
The number of men who quit was quite 
small, however, but the union men are 
satisfied that they will make fuitlur 
inroads o.n the force there. 

The next good news received by the 
•trlkers came from Coleralne and was 
to the effect that the colliery there 
was shut down tight. The McAdoo 
strikers have been trying tor four days 
to close this place. 

The Evans colliery at Beaver Mea 
dow also failed to start work owing to 
the fact that not enough men put in 
npQMlriuMSS to operate the workings. 
Both the Coleralne and the Bvans col 
llerles are operated by the A. S. Van 
Wickle company. All of this com- 
pany's mines in the Hazle ton region 

are now dpsedi 

A committee of three miners em- 
ployed at the Coleralne mines called 
upon Superintendent Ayres and pre- 
sented a set of grl^y^ppes for the com- 
paxfu oenslderatlM, m follows: "We 
tho UBdenlgned ooaunittM of Cole- 
ralne do hereby ask for two weeks' 

gand 10 per cent increase oi^ the 
16 per cent oft t^e dollar on a 
'of powder and tjtdt all misn get 
paid for overtime ▼ork." Superin- 
tendent Ayres received the mep pleas- 
antly and told them they would rt- 
Mlve an answer In three days. 

A few more men went to work in the 
Marklo mines at .leddo and Oakdale 
than worked Wcdncsilay. The strikers 
claim the reason for this wul^ a report 
had gotten into circulation that the 
men who lived in the company's 
houses and dealt in the company's 
Stores would not receive the iiay due 
th«m It they did not go to w-j: k. Till.-*, 
how«yor, was denied by both the non- 
union men and the company. 

There was considcralde excitement 
about 6 a. m. in the vicinity of No. 40 
■baft of the Lehigh Valley Coal com- 
pany east of this city. The coal and 
iron policemen had gone to the houses 
in that ioculity and induced a number 
of breaker boys to go to work, It was 
charged. Strikers at the same time at- 
tempted to persuade the boys to stay 
out. but retired when they Inslted on 
working. On the way to the shaft a 
bkU. .d<^e[| ^^ill^'^* wqipcn 



surrounded the p .llcemen an l taking 
the dinner palls from the nn^ fiii;lit 
ened boys, threatened to strike the 
coal and iron men. A mob of 600 per- 
sons soon pnthrrnd and for a time it 
looked as 1( tlic poli emen would Ret 
the worst of it. ljut they manaf;e.l to 
escape the crowd without precipitat- 
ing a light. A tew of the boys went to 
the mines with the policemen, but 
most of them returned to their homes. 

'I he mines at Eckley and Sandy Run 
are In full operation as usual and the 
Markle mine at Highland is operating 
with about the same force as before. 



At. Pottflvllle. 
Pottsvllle, Pa., Sept. 20. — A mass 

meeting of mine workers numbering 
over 2,000 at Mahanoy City, was ad- 
dressed by labor leaders, but no action 
was taken pertaining to the 'Strike. 
All the collieries are at work. Morea 
is still shut down. At Shenandoah, all 
the collieries are operating, with about 
200 hands short among 10 collieries. 
The recruiting and swearing in of coal 
and Iron policemen continues. Sheriff 
Toole has hrn\ wired from Carson 
washery near McAdoo lor a posse of 
deputies, but has taken no action, it 
li announced the superintendents have 
been very active along certain lin> s 
ind almost any day may mat.e a de- 
termined show of strength against the 
strikers. They intenn to centraliza 
men at certain of the collieries an 1 
operate them under the protection of 
the law if necessary. I''or this latter 
emergency they have had some hun 
dreds of men made deputy sheriffs and 
watchmen. Their confidential run- 
ners have canvassed many of the min- 
ers and laborers at their homes and 
the opinion is that an entering wed^e 
is almost ready to be driven in tlie 
stronghold of the strike, district No. 1, 
where there Is no change from previ- 
ous conditions. 



At Scranton. 
Scranton, I'a., Sept. 20.— The Oxford, 
Belleville ami Diamond washeries went 
to work as well as three smaller wash- 
eries. The l.iackawanna company has 
been successful In working many oi 
Its men at the three places named, the 
regular working force being practical- 
ly on strike. Two of the minor wasli- 
eries, the Columbus and the Anthoa, 
have made overtures for settlement, 
while the Gibbons drift is also said to 
be ready to settle. One of the culm 
banks, the Bellevue, waa the scene of a 
tragic death. Frank Mangan was 
there gathering coal alouf; with a 
crowd of othors. Suddenly some one 
shouted "the watchmen are coming," 
and there was a hurry to get away The 
man was feeble from sickness and In 
the excitement of the moment he fell 
and died on the edge of the dump. 
Heart failure was the cause. National 
Organizer Dllcher and other workers 
from this region will go to the Hazlc- 
ton section Sunday in an endeavor to 
complete the iie-up there and in the 
Schuylkill district. 

At \\ ilUcsbiirre. 
Wllkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 20.— The 
Strikers succee-led in inducing about 
50 men employed at the West End 
Coal company's colliery in Mocanaque, 
the only mine at work in the ui^iji r n-- 
glon, to quit work. This is the first 
break in the working force of the mine 
since llip strikft began. The I'nited 
Mine Workers say that more of the 
enaployes will quit work. The situa 
tion In the other portions of the dis- 
trtA is unebanged, all the mlmca be- 
ing cloaed.

INSURGKMTS ACTIVE. 

Filipinos Ufirome .^lore Aggressive 
During Past Week. 
Manilla, Sept. 20.— An increase of 

aggressive activity on the part of 
Insurgents has developed during 
the past seven days, particularly 
near Manilla, along the railroad 
and in the provinces of Laguna, 
Morong, Bulucan, Nueva Iv'ija anl 
Panipanga, culminating .Mon lay In an 
engagement near Siniloan, at the eau 
end of Laguna de Bay, in which detach- 
ments of tbs Fifteenth and Thirty- 
seventh United states infantry regi- 
ments, 90 men all told, met 1,000 insui- 
gents, armed with rifles and en- 
trenched. The American loss was 12 
killed, 45 wounded, including Captain 
David D. Mitchell and Second Lieuten- 
ant George A. CoojiSr, both of the Fif- 
teenth infantry; missing, who arc 
probably dead. The enemy had been 
pursued for several days. 

Refugees are arriving here from La- 
gunda, Morong and Pampagauga prov- 
inces. The natives of Manilla are re^t 
less and many are leaving the city. 
There are rumors of trouble In Ma- 
nilla and atta on the lailroad. 
The hostile deu^oustratioulilire pArtlc* 



ularly marked along the railroad anri 
on the shores of Laguna de Bay. The 
Insurgents have attacked garrisons 
and outposts. In some < a;;es they have 
charged towns, fleeing when pursued. 

The Manilla mall escort of 30 men 
was uttacked at Cabugao lake, a two- 
hours' fight ensuing. Cabugao was 
also atta ked, the tel"grai li oilic c tin r( 
being destroyed. The insurgents have 
burned the village of Roaarlo. They 
have been cutting the telegraph wires 
and railroad at certain points. 

Armed Insurgents have af*pearei in 
the districts of San Jose, San Mateu 
and Mariqulna. In the province of 
Nueva Ecija ration wagons, with an 
escort of 12, were attacked and the 
wagons butneil. Five memberi Of the 
escort are still missing. 



EEPLY TO GrRMANY. 

May Be Uruad Knnugh to Cuver the 
Kntire Sitnatlon. 

Washington, Sept 20.— As the state 
department has determined to adhere 
to the diplomatic projjiieti' s in pub- 
lishing whatever response It may make 
to the last German proposition relative 
to the punifhment of th • Chinese i*e 
sponsible for the Pekin;; outrages, it 
is expected that tb.e te\i oi" the l'nit( 1 
States note and even the substance, 
will be withheld from publication hero 
at least two Jays after Its delivery. 

It is believ'd the answer will t;ik ; 
the form of a cirtuilar addres'-i d not 
to Germany alone, but to each of the 
powers Interested In the Chinese situa- 
tiiui. Furtlierninre it i.-; believed in- 
stead of Li ;ng r.n un: . iu-!i;ioual ac- 
ceptance or lejection of th ' C .i iau 
proposition it will be rather coutrov- 
sial and be framed with a purpose to 
develop the sentiments of the other 
powers respecting the G' rinan pro|>o- 
bilion and to secure suiM'ort for the 
administration's view of that matter. 

As Count Von Waldersee still neeil.-? 
a week's time to complete his journ. y 
to Peking, it is not likely the Ciii- 
man government will interpose serious 
protest against any action on the part 
of the United States which will have 
the effect to postpone th" l)e.;in!!ing of 
a settleunmt until tlie Ih'ld marshal a; - 
rives at Pel ing. 

The Chinese minister, Mr. Wu. was 
again at the state department at an 
early hour strenuously urging the of- 
ficials to liegin n"g'>; iai ions at on''" 
and directly .vith tlie Chinese govern- 
ment if need be. He had been inform- 
ed by his own government that the 
terhnieal difliculty in the way of the::e 
negotiations was Mr. Conger's lack of 
authorization. Mr. Rockhlll also is 
powerless to meet the demand for an 
immediate representative. Now the 
Chinese officials are asking with great 
urgency that special credentials be 
committed to Mr. Conger or that some 
other properly empowered person may 
begin at once. 

Wants to Dlvirte Forres. 

WishiuL'ton, Sept 20.— The war d"- 
paitiiient lias received a calilesia.n 
from General Chaffee reiommendin^ a 
division of his forces between Peking, 
Yangtsun, Tien Tsin, to avoid further 
crowding Peking, le.aving one liattal- 
lon only at Tien Tsin, which is low, 
damp and ilnsuitable.

For the tirat time 1 visited Maysville 
yesterday. I had b«en to every other 
town this side of the MIsslasippi river 

worth seeing and longed to Hays- 
ville. I was delighted with the place. 
It is the biggest town of its sise I ever 
»aw. The people remind me of New Or- 
leans. .Mei( bants will make a customer 
wait while they gives a stranger direc- 
tions ss to where he wants togo. Lawyers 
will i lot^e a law book and leave the <}lace 
where they left od' in charge of a book 
mark while they eroes the street to in* 

troduce a stranger to ;i cigar dealer. The 
citizens generally seem to give more at- 
tention to the oonrleiies of life than to 
business. At the sano time, Maysville 
is a business town. 

I suppose there are more substantial 
bnsioeis houses in that town than can 
be foond in any other city of its size in 
the State. In fact, Maysville is nn "np- 
to-now" town. They have four banks, 
enough for Lexington, and as many as 
Galveston where they di<l a biii-iness of 
seven millions a week before the storm . 
Maysville has two railroads, the L. and 
N. and C. and 0. and one river, the Ohio 
J believe. She has a cotton mill that 
employes 400 hands the year ronnd ; a 
plow company that employes l '>0 hands 
six cigar factories ; gas, ele< tric and water 
works; electric street railway; twenty* 
two saloons, enough for nny town. 

Maysville has two hotels, the Central 
and New .'^t. Charles. I met my old 
friend, T. Mehau, at the latter, lie ia 
looking and doing well. He was dressed 
in spntli'Or. linen and is as popular in 
Maysville as he waa in Lexington in the 
the palmy days of the "Little Parlor." 
Hopper Hunter forced me into the din- 
ing room when 1 was not hungry. The 
scenery from this dining room would 
make any man enjoy the delicious meals 
they serve. The hotel is right on the C. 
and O. railroad overlooking the beautiful 
Ohio. 

The L. and N. has an attractive new 
depot. Ten churches, all;denominationa, 
are a credit to the city. The Catholica 
are building a new $60,000 church. 8ev- 
eral wholesale whisky houses, three dit- 
tilleries and bottling worka bring up the 
rear.

The natlTCi were armed 
Willi cliihsaiHl r(i|Ts HM'l iiiol nlwnvH the hoR 
made Iht in run (asti r lliau Ihey did it, bit 
llnally they rojn d liim, and Ihiii coninicurn 
Ihetii"',., liut he was a pri tty slick old fellow 
and lie slippeil the rope and ilisuppi arc d inti 
buslKs. Tlio iiativ(s sprnng after hlin with a 
yi ll and the ( hasc ( onmii'nct'd aK'ain. I gi.t 
tiri d WMtcliiiiK tlirni and w ill over and laid 
d nvn. Im! Inard <.nf of the boys say in Hbout 
a', liour lliat they i niiriht and lixi <l liini. 

There arc lots of deer In the nK.iuilains. which 
are about iweuty-tive or thirty miles ifr.nn here 
There are lots o( ulggcrK armed wiih niles np 
there also. Our compauy and part of the 
Ihlrty-second KPKimcnt had two small Kcrapa 
up tbvrc about a mouth ago. We lost no men 
but the bullets came too doae for a fellow to leel 
very comfortable. Tbe natim' report were 
three wounded and we captured one. There are 
no organiaed native tmopa, but we have to go 
biuk In the mouutaina and chaae them around 
and daairoy their rropa eTerjr onca in awhile 
Moat of thia falla on tbe TblrtyHMoond Begiment 
to do, aa they are quartered along tbe edge of 
tbe monntalna. We are moat too far away to go 
very often. 

I Rot a letter from Jeu Cropper not long ago 
He waa In better health than he bad been alnoe 
he entered tbe army. 1 hey are quartered in tbe 
I land of Minddiiao. He aaya there are lotti 
tlue cattle there, but there ate not many CHttle 
beie— Nome few, not very good stock wbat la 
here. Their chief beast of burden, and meat 
hNo. is the caraliiie or ualei butl'alo, a beast 
\Mii( li looks a rl>;lit smart like an ox except its 
li iins, which clien measures live or six feet 
from tip to til>, and at their head arc as biK 
around as a man's Ick. They are awfully fond 
of water and when lluy take a notion to lind it 
tliey most alwaysdoho. Wtu ii tlieystarl to lind 
w.iier tbi y Ko 111 A run . and (IMC c»ralioe n run 
niiiK miikcs about as murli noise as a dozen 
hoiscs. The only lime I ever saw one net fooled, 
was one tiiKht I was on Kiiard. We had oul- 
pofcta on tbein. Some time in the iiiKht we were 
awakened by wbat we ibougbt wa.s a bociy nf 
horsemen approacbiug. It waa pretty dark end 
we couldn't s<e very far. In a Utt;e while we 
heard the guard on po»t command balr. We 
(oon »aw be watii't obeyed. He fired, and drop 
ped back to ua. We fired a volley at wbat we 
thought waa a body of men on bonea. In a 
little while all waa atilL Weall felt pretty cheap 
tbe next morning when we aeen a place where 
it looked like a let bad been diagged off in tbe 
bushca. We aoon raellaad wbat it meant, for oir 
from tbe road waa tbe poor old oamboe. Be 
didn't get hia water tbat time. 

Another time we ilred in a flock of goata, killing 
one. He happened to be a nice young one and 
we had a feaat. 

Well we've been on tbe laland lacking two 
days of being aeven montha an^ I believe I am 
better Batit.fled now than I tv«'r have been. 
mu^t close for tbia time. Boplog to bear from
